Strine, of Boston Harbor, Mich., pilot, 
who was lacerated about the scalp; 
H. C. Anderson, 30, a traveling 
salesman registered at the Cecil hotel, 


who suffered a broken right arm and|

right ankle, and J. E,. Sommers, 29, 
also of the Cecil hotel, who was lac- 
erated about the face.- 

Spectators in the usual large Sun- 
day afternoon crowd at the field said 
the plane seemed about to go into a 
loop or other stunt, when it slipped 
“into a tail spin and crashed to the 
ground, totally wrecking the machine. 

Rushed to Grady hospital in the 
ambulance of A. C. Hemperley & Sons, 
funeral directors, of East Point, the 
men were examined by doctors who 
said they did not think their condi- 
tion dangerous. 

It is not known whether Major 
Strine is a licensed pilot. He came 
here last Tuesday from Michigan and 
has been boarding in Hapeville since 
that time. 

The plane was said to belong to 
Doug Davis, prominent Atlanta flier, 
and was being housed in Davis’ 
hangar at Candler field. Davis is in

Abrupt termination Saturday night 
of the intervention debate left dele- 
gates confused and bewildered, with 
many deep personal grudges which 
may yet seek an outlet. The minutes 
of that memorable session were con- 
cluded without the recording of any 
reservations on the resolution of the | 
public international law committee | 
postponing action on the codification 
of an intervention formula until the 
nex¢ conference. 

Failure Leaves Loophole. 

This failure, it was believed, would 
leave a loophole for another and final 
discussion on intervention before ad- 
journment of the conference Monday 
for another five years. 

It is customary to approve the acts 


of the conference at the last session, 
scheduled to occur Monday, and there 
is a possibility that some of the dele- 
gates may again make political decla- 
rations, including those on interven- 
tion. This appears to depend chiefly 
upon reaction to the Saturday night 
developments. 

Final editing of the minutes may 
also present a very difficult problem. 
There are numerous declarations in 
the suppressed sections which might 
vet wreck the conference if not edited 
or expurgated in the cool “morning 
after” the terrific Saturday debate,

MIAMI ‘INTERVIEW 
DENIED BY HOOVER 
ON WAY TO CAPITAL 


Statement Credited to 
Presidential Candidate 
in Florida Starts New 
Uproar. 


Miami, Fla. February 19.—(4)— 
Characterizing a purported interview 
published this morning by The Miami 
Herald as “a piece of sheer mendacity 
on the part of its correspondent,” 
Herbert Hoover, secretary of com- 
merce and presidential candidate, in 


a telegram today denied the entire 
story. 

Hoover described it as “faked from 
beginning to end.” Mark Sullivan, 
political writer who accompanied the 
secretary to Key West on a fishing 
trip and whom The Herald's Key 
West correspondent quoted in the 
story as Hoover's political spokesman, 
asserted in another message he had 
never made a statement to The Her- 


What Story Alleged. 
The story from Key West, released 
after the secretary Jeft that citw on 


the way to New York last night, 
quoted Hoover as saying he would 
not allow his name to be used in any 
state primary where he would be op- 
posed by a favorite son, except Ohio. 

Such a policy would have debarred 
him from the Illinois and Indiana pri- 
maries where Governor Lowden and 
Senator Watson are in the race. 

The story also said the Dakotas 
and Nebraska would be left alone for 
the moment, though plans were in the 
making to enter him in primaries in 
ten states, 

Hoover's telegram to The Herald 
said: “Purported interview with me 
published this morning is faked from 
beginning to end, both in direct or 
indirect quotation throngh Sullivan. 
Not a single paragraph represents the 
fact or opinions held. 

“No discussion was held either di- 
rectly or indirectly with either yonr, 
or any other, press representative. As 
a piece of sheer mendacity on part of 
your correspondent, I have never seen 
the equal.” 

Herald Explains Story. 

The Herald tomorraw will say in 
part: “Yesterday morning The Mi- 
ami Herald published what purported 
to be, and what it believed to be, an 
authentic interview with Herbert 
Hoover, secretary of commerce in 
President Coolidge’s cabinet, and a 
candidate for nomination for presi- 
dent at the coming republican com 
vention. Mark Sullivan, well-known 
national newspaper’ correspondent, 
was copiously quoted throughout. 

“The Herald has been represented 
at Key West for more than a year 
by Earl Adams. He has been on 
the regular pay réil of the paper and 
until last evening there has been no 
reason to doubt in the slightest 
way his veracity, good intentions or 
proper appreciation of his duties as a 
newspaper correspondent.

Horned Frog Sealed in Stone

CAMPBELL BREAKS

Tragedy Hovers Near as 
Car Swerves Danger- - 
ously After Crossing 
Finish Line.

Giant Bluebird Special 
Was Equipped With 12- 
Cylinder British Air 
Service Motor. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., February 19. 
(*)—Captain Malcolm Campbell, 
British ace, today established a new 
world’s speed record when he drove 
his huge Napier Bluebird special over 


‘the hard beach course here at an 


average speed of 206.95602 miles an 
hour. His average elapsed time for 
the clocked mile was 17.395 seconds. 

Literally burning up the sands with 
his giant machine equipped with a 
powerful 12-cylinder motor of the 
British air service, Captain Campbell 
exceeded by 3.16 miles an hour the 


former we of 203.79 set here last 
year by Major H. O. D. Segrave, of 
England, in his mystery Sunbeam Spe- 


cial. 
Took Running Start. 


Taking a 4-mile running start, Cap- 
tain Campbell made his first run south 
with the wind, negotiating the official 
mile in 16.76 seconds for a speed of 
214.79713 miles an hour, which was 
11 miles an hour faster than Major 
Segrave’s record on his return trip 
north, made against a strong wintry 
wind, the Englishman covered the offi- 
cial mile in 18.03 seconds for a speed 
of 199.66722 miles-an hour. 

His average elapsed time. both 
ways over the ¢ourse was 17.395 sec- 
onds and his average miles an hour 
was 206,95602. 

Immediately after he had crossed the 
wire at the end of the official mile 
Captain Campbell narrowly escaped 
what might have been a serious acci- 
dent when his huge machine, struck a 
soft bump on the sand and for an in- 
stant the driver almost lost control! of 
his car. Swerving dangerously at such 
a tremendous speed, the machine, for 
an instant, seemed to head for the soft 
sand dunes, which undoubtedly would 


_have resulted in the death of the Eng- 


lishman and demolishing of the car. 


| Thrown From S@at. 

The bump, which was located higher 
on the beach than the Britisher had 
intended to drive, threw him half way 
out of the seat and for an instant his 
feet bounced completely off the brakes 
and accelerator. His goggles slipped 
down over his eyes, obstructing his vi- 
sion, but he righted the machine and 
it roared on down the course stopping 
near the end of the heach. four miles 
away. Mrs. Campbell) witnessing the 
epochal ..n from the grand stand, 
gasped audibly when she saw her hus- 
band’s car strike the bump, and she 
covered her face with her hands. 

Fearing that a serious acident had 
happened, Mrs. Campbell did not look 
up until friends told he that her hus- 
band had co:apleted his run safely. 
On his second run north Captain 
Campbell drove his machine farther on 
on the beach where the sands were 
hard packed. The wind slowed him 
up perceptibly and he was able to 
average only 199.66 miles an hour 
over the official mile course. ®After 
he had completed his run, the English- 
man drove his car back to the pit and 
was greeted with cheers from the 
grandstand. Frank Lockhart, Indian- 
apolis, who is here seeking to establish 
a new world’s record in his Stutz 
Blackhawk Special, was the first per- 
son to rush up and greet the Britisher.

This is SS per cent more 
than in 1925 and 9 per cent above the 
five-year average, 19992-1926. This 
inerease in values is partly responsi- 
hle to some better prices for some of 
the commodities and not altogether 
dune to a much larger production.

He 
was an active member of the Grace 
Methodist church. 

He leaves a daughter, Miss Nellie 
Jackson, of Penney Farms, Fla.

CALL MONEY RATE 
TO CONTINUE RISE 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, February 1%.—Sailing 
last week on the Leviathan Frank A. 
Vanderlip, formerly head of the Na- 
tional City bank and now again active 
in Wall street, expressed the belief 
that there was no cause for alarm 
about the upward trend of brokers’ 
loans. But he added: “Nevertheless, 
the situation is one that should- be 
given attention.” 

Wall street agrees with Vanderlip. 
Evidently officials of the various fed- 
eral reserve banks together with the 
federal reserve board at Washington 
hold similar views. In well informed 
financial circles in “and out 
street it is no secret that the long 
continued upward trend in’ brokers’ 
loans is at the bottom of the recent 
advance from 3 1-2 per cent to 4 per 
cent in the rediscount rate of the fed- 
eral reserve banks. There are some 
usually well informed people both in 
and out of Wall street who would not 
he surprised to see a further advance 
in the rediscount rate of the federal 
reserve banks unless a downward re- 
adjustment takes place in brokers’ 
loans, 

It was early in 1926 that the fed- 
eral reserve board announced that in 
the future the member banks of this 
federal reserve district would be called 
upon for a weekly statement of loans 
made on stock exchange collateral 
for their own account and for the ac- 
count of out-of-town banks and oth- 
ers, During the war close watch was 
kept on brokers’ loans by the federal 
reserve which handled the govern- 
ments war time financing. 
were compiled weekly on 
loans to see that speculation

ered, These weekly figures on brok- 
ers loans, however, were not made 
public. The weekly statements on 
brokers’ loans beginning early in 1926 
were the first to be published.

Prior to 1926 when the federal re- 
serve began to give out the weekly 
statements of brokers’ loans for this 
federal reserve district Wall street de- 
pended for its information on brok- 
ers’ loans on the Wall Street news 
tickers. For months, and at 
for a much longer period, brokers’ 
loans would not be mentioned in Wall 
street disecnssion. Then, at times, out 
of a clear sky, one of the Wall street

loans had reached “such-and-such” a 
figure. Wall street did not know 
where these figures were obtained. 
Wall street did know, however, from 
long experience that when the sub- 
ject of brokers’ loans began to be 
discussed it meant that bankers were 
getting uneasy about the amount of 
eredit being employed in the stock 
market, 

For example, in the wild post-war 
speculation that occurred in the stock 
market, brokers’ loans mounted = in 
1919, according to the unofficial esti- 
mate then made by one of the Wall 
street news tickers, to a new high 
record for all time at $1.750,000,000. 
It was shortly afterwards that the 
federal reserve banks began to ad- 
yanee their. rediscount rate, These 
advances were at first ignored by 
speculative Wall street. Then, the 
violent post-war deflation started in 
the stock market diseounting the de- 
flation that subsequently occurred in 
frozen commercial loans, 
stock exchange prices, brokers’ loans. 

Two Billion in 1932. 

When the end of this postwar de- 
flation was reached brokers’ loans 
which had touched a new high in 1919 
at $1.750,000,000, stood at S500.000,- 
000. That was in August of 1921. 

From the low price level of 1921 a 
sustained upward movement began in 
the stock market. For months noth- 
ing was heard of brokers’ loans. In 
February of 1923. out of a clear sky, 
Wall street was informed that 
ers’ loans then stood at a new high 
for all time’ of S2.000.000,000. A 
downward readjustment then oeenrred 
in stock prices, partly on the talk of 
high-record brokers’ loans and partly 
op a slowing down in general trade,
